Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior 
art fails to disclose a collapsible lampshade having multiple junction tubes mounted 
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between the upper ring and the lower ring, each tube having a channel longitudinally 
defined through an outer periphery of the tube, an upper slot and a lower slot 
transversally defined diametrically opposite the channel for respectively locating the 
upper ring and the lower ring, the rods being received in the respective tubes through 
the channels and positioned between the upper ring and the respective upper slots, and 
between the lower ring and the respective lower slots. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
